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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zimmer 
in view of Bakermans. The tool of Zimmer (Fig. 4) teaches what is considered to be a 
stamping tool that is capable of "imprinting" a deposit of deformable material 110. 
Hence Zimmer teaches the claimed invention excepting means for aligning the stamp at 
a position with respect to a hole in the workpiece. Bakermans teaches (col. 3, lines 46- 
62) the use of alignment pins 24 to align a stamping tool with respect to a workpiece 2 
that has alignment holes 4 therein and to within ".001 inches or even less". It would 
have been obvious to an artisan of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
with the references of Zimmer and Bakermans before him to have provided the 
stamping tool and substrate of Zimmer alignment pins and holes so as to accurately 
guide the tool to the desired location on the workpiece. Regarding claim 2, Bakermans 
teaches that the pins can guide with a tolerance of .001 or less. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art of circuit making would have found it obvious to 
make the tolerance of the pins to the hole to any desired parameter depending on the 
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preciseness of the workpiece being made, such a provision being an obvious choice of 
tooling design. 

3. Claims 3-12 would be allowable if rewritten to include all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 13-22 are allowed.
